Day Riots in Ohio. 


San 
Francisco, 
Sept. 
3.—Several 
men were wounded, one probably fa 
tally, during 
a riot which 
occurred 
shortly before 
noon Monday 
at the 
Market street ferry landing. 
The riot 
was precipitated by 
an attack on a 
ronunion inspector of the United Rail­ 
ways and was participated in by more 
than 1,000 people. 
The wounded are: 
John Peterson, union man, shot In 
the groin, may die; Iv. J. Hall, United 
Railways inspector, shot in head; F. J. 
Durston, motorman, shot in head and 
badly cut; Henry 
C. Castan, motor­ 
man, hit on head with rock and badly 
cut; Thomas Bowman, union ironwork­ 
er, shot In leg. 
The parade of the labor unions af­ 
filiated with the building trades’ coun­ 
cil had Just been dismissed at the cor­ 
ner of Maine and Mission streets and 
a targe crowd was waiting at the ferry 
to go across the bay to Shell Mound 
Park, 
where 
literary exercises 
and 
athletic games were part of tho day's 
programme. For some cause not clear­ 
ly understood, but 
believed to have 
been the running of a street car close 
to the assembled people, an attack was 
made upon Inspector L. J. Hall, who 
was starting tho cars for the United 
Railroads. 
Fearing the rage of the 
angry crowd, Conductor James Wat­ 
kins and Motorman F. J. Durston drew 
[their revolvers and fired into the mob. 
I This infuriated th^ mob 
still more, 
and the fighting soon extended along 
[Market street from the ferry to the 
I Junction of Sansome and Sutter street, 
la distance of about seven blocks. 
The first man arrested by the police 
was 
a mon 
named Summerfield, 
a 
Imember rf the Sis ictural Ironworkers’ 
union. 
A crowd < I men attempted to 
rescue Summerfield, but without suc­ 
cess.

day as they left the telephone office 
they were set upon 
by a crowd and 
were being badly beaten when the two

victims, 
to 
whom the young women 
were stran­ 
gers 
The girls throw them selves on 
the 
prostrate men, 
protecting their 
heads and receiving on their bodies 
the kicks and blows of the mob. 
One 
of the men who was wielding a piece 
of 
Iron struck 
Miss Magee 
on the 
head. 
Another piece of Iron almes 
broke Miss Pooke’s arm. 
In a moment cf let up in the assault 
police reached the scene and rescued 
Harbison and Hutton. 
Only one ar­ 
rest was 
made. 
Harbison 
was re­ 
moved to tho mayor's office and later 
to the 
Gill hospital, 
whero 
it was 
found that, his skull was fractured. 


RIOT IN LOUISVILLE. 


Unionists At tack and Beat Nonunion 
Street R a i lw a y Employes. 
Louisville, Ky., S ep t 3 —A Labor 
day riot which but for the timely ar­ 
rival of the police would probably have 
assumed 
formidable proportions, 
re­ 
sulted in the injury of four nonunion 
street car employes. 
The trouble oc­ 
curred at First and Walnut streets and 
was started by a woman. 
The Labor 
day parade bad Just broken up and 
the participants were swarming on the 
cars to go to a park when the woman 
refused to ride on a cor operated by 
nonunion men and Jeered at the union­ 
ists for doing so, 
exhorting them to 
[ "‘pull the 
scabs off." 
Her 
words in- 
i famed the crowd immediately as the 
street car men have already voted to 
go on strike and will probably walk 
out Thursday night. 
Four cars 
operated by 
nonunion 
crews were attacked and Motorman 
A. Er Whitehouse and Conductor F. 
Friendly were badly injured by men 
wielding 
boulders, 
while two 
other 
nonunion carmen 
were beaten. 
Tho 
prompt appearance of the police pre­ 
tented the trouble from spreading.

FROM BUBONIC PLAGUE. 


W o m a n Dies at Berkeley, Across the 
Bay From San Francisco. 
San Francisco. Sept. 3.—The health 
board reports an additional death from 
bubonic plague 
and two 
additional 
cases under suspicion since Saturday. 
Tile death was that of a woman and 
occurred in Berkeley, acres, the bay 
from San Francisco. 
This case falls 
within the limits of the statem ent by 
the plague authorities that all ports 
('n the Pacific coast having Intercourse 
with transpacific points are subject to 
periodic appearances 
of the disease. 
The rat war hero is being prosecuted 
with energy 
and success 
under the 
system adopted last week by which 
the city is divided into twelve districts 
each in charge of a physician, inspec­ 
tors and assistants. 


The plague or pestilence, that m yste­ 
rious and fearful visitation which has 
moved its hosts Iii the wake of armies 
to slay more than war itself, is sup­ 
posed to have first originated among 
the dense masses of i*eople who crowd­ 
ed together In Hie great cities of Asia 
and Egypt or who formed the encam p­ 
ments of Xerxes, Cyrus and T am er­ 
lane the Tartar. It probably sprang 
from the impurity which must have 
existed In the midst of such vast gath­ 
erings and In part also from leaving 
the unburied dead upon the field of 
battle. 
At any rate, the germs of this 
fearful 
human 
poison have always 
been 
most active 
when 
similar to those have prevailed. 
It 
has always been war and the march of 
armies that have spread It broadcast 
over the world from time to time, and 
as war became less frequent and less 
worldwide tho frequency and extent 
of these ravages have lessened also. 
The first recorded outbreak of the 
plague In Europe occurred in the six­ 
teenth century. It came from lower 
Egypt. This was the first lapping of 
the wave that reached Into the east 
again, there to stay its movements, so 
far as the west was concerned, until 
544 A. I)., when the returning legions 
of tile Emperor Justinian brought it 
again into the western world from the 
battlefields of Hers la. Constantinople 
was the first place It attacked. Here 
In a single day as many a - 10,000 per­ 
sons are said to have fallen victims to 
I It. 
But the plague (lid not stop with 
• Constantinople 
It bad found a too 
; congenial s< 'I In Europe, which was 
[ little else than one great battlefield at 
! Hie time. It was carried into Gaul, 
j when* it followed close in the wake of 
the Frankish armies, and from Gaul 
i ii moved into Italy, with the bom- 
; bards, and so devastated the country 
as to leave it entirely ut the m e r c y 
of the invaders. 
The various crusades, which extend­ 
ed over a space of about ‘JOO years, no 
doubt did much to hold the pestilence 
in Europe, for they served to keep 
open the channels of intercourse be­ 
tween the oast and the west. Periodic 
epidemics were common during their 
continuance, aud these seem to have 
culminated in the fourteenth century 
with what is known Iii history as the 
black death. 
The black death was 
more fatal to human life than any 
other bingle cause since the world be-
